by a prompt policy of placing neces­ 
sary credits at the disposal of those 
engaged in linding foreign markets 
for our foodstuffs; by arresting and 
reversing the drastic deflation w’hich 
had the seeming, under the former 
administration, of being aimed espec­ 
ially at destruction of 
agriculture’s 
prosperity; by recalling tho W ar Fin­ 
ance corporation from its state of sus­ 
pended animation, giving it a credit 
of $1,000,000,000 in government funds 
and recommissioning it to afford re­ 
lict to the American farmer. The wis­ 
dom of this action w’as demonstrated 
by results. 
"Four 
hundred 
million 
dollars 
havo been loaned by this institution, 
three-fourths of it to the farming and 
live-stock interests. 
At 
the 
same 
time the emergency tariff 
measure 
w’as passed, by which to secure the 
farm er’s home m arket against the 
flood of competing articles from dis­ 
tant corners of the earth. 
The new 
tariff schedules saved for the Amer­ 
ican farmer a vitally important and 
gravely menaced home market. The 
resumption of the W ar Finance oper­ 
ations, backed by tho resources of 
th© only government on earth that 
w’as able to summon such a credit, 
enabled the American farmer to com­ 
pete for sales abroad.”

I tell you 
frankly that I am proud to be able 
to come to you today and tell you of 
what has been done, because in do­ 
ing it we have served not only the 
farm er but everybody 
else in this 
land. 
"But that is not all. I have reserv­ 
ed till the last what we may well 
appraise the crowning 
achievement 
of tile entire list. I refer to the code 
of 
agricultural 
credit 
legislation 
known as the agricultural credit act 
of 1923, which became law in the 
closing days of the last Congress. 
It 
has not been possible f i t to perfect 
machinery for administering this act, 
but I do not hesitate to express con­ 
fidence that this scheme of agricul­ 
tural credits, taken in 
connection 
with the other 
enactments I 
have I 
described furnishes the basis for the 
most enlightened, modern, sound a n d » 
efficient scheme of agricultural fin-,

“BACK TO THE SOIL” 
MOVE IN SWEDEN 


STOCKHOLM, June 23.—Sweden’s 
“back to the soil” movement, started 
to turn certain unused lands to agri- 
' cultural production anc st the same 
time to provide farms for the excess 
of industrial workers who had diffi­ 
cu lty in finding employment 
when 
(the post-w’ar boom 
ended, 
has al- 
! ready resulted In a number of new 
! and successful farming colonies, ac­ 
cording to the Stockholm newspap­ 
ers. 
A typical case 
which 
illustrates 
how men without jobs 
have 
been 
transformed into proprietors of forty- 
acre farms, with home, live stock, im­ 
plements, etc., Is seen in the colony 
at Basbo. A tract of 476 acres, part 
of a private estate, was purchased 
I by the Private Homos Commission 
jand divided u p Into ten farms. Three 
tenant families of the estate were 
put into possession of a parcel each 
on condition that they serve as lead­ 
ers and instruct the other seven col­ 
onists, who were selected from the 
supernumeraries 
of 
the 
cutlery 
works at Eskilstuna. Each farm had 
a cottage, and the commission furth­ 
er provided each colonist with 
one 
horse, two cow’s, a number of hogs, 
chickens etc. Each farm has 20 acres 
or more of forest, which, it is expect­ 
ed, will be conserved and made pro­ 
ductive. 
The average cost of the land w’as 
$1,800 for each farm, and the cost of 
the improvements when 
completed 
will average about $1,300. The financ­ 
ing was done by the Private Homes 
Commission out of public funds ap­ 
propriated for 
the 
purpose. 
Each 
iarmstead carries a mortgage, but 
the interest is low', and the terms of 
payment easy. 


MUCH OF GERMAN 
GOLD HELD ABOARD 


NEW YORK. June 23.—The week- 
ly statement of the Imperial Bank 
of Germany for June 22, received by 
cables, reports total gold holdings of 
756.913.000 marks, of which 576,881,- 
000 marks are deposited abroad. For 
the preceding week the amount de­ 
posited 
abroad 
w'as 
180 
million 
marks. 
No explanation 
accompanied 
the 
transfer of 397 million gold marks 
from the German bank's vaults to de­ 
positories abroad in a single week, 
and the question was raised here as 
to the motive for this hurrying gold 
out of Germany. 
The weekly statement shows a rec­ 
ord increase of 1,595 billion marks in 
the paper notes in circulation, rais­ 
ing the total to 10,906 billion marks, 
seven hundred times the circulation 
a year ago and five thousand times 
the pre-war circulation. 
The 
price 
of 
marks 
improved 
slightly in today’s exchange market, 
being quoted at 8 cents for 10,000, or 
120.000 for a dollar.

I 
MOVING NORTH1 


AUSTIN, Texas, June 23.—One of 


the largest ^novements of Texas la­ 
borers to northern and eastern states 
in history has occurred during the 
past four months, according to State 
Labor 
Commissioner 
Joseph 
S. 
Myers. 
Reports 
from 
employment 
agencies over 
the 
state 
indicated 
that over 32,000 workers have been 
taken out of Texas in that time. 
All o l the laborers that have been 
taken from the state by foreign con­ 
cerns have been Mexicans and ne­ 
groes, 
the 
former 
predominating. 
Over 7,000 women and children have 
been shipped. 
The laborers have been taken to 
sixteen 
different 
states, 
reports 
show. 
The 
states 
included In the 
shipments and the work for which la­ 
borers were taken follows: 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, sine and steel workers; Min­ 
nesota, beet fields; Montana, beet 
fields and farm 
hands; 
California, 
railroad maintenance, canning fac­ 
tories; Colorado, beet fields; Illinois, 
steel and zinc factories; Kansas, rail­ 
road 
workers; 
Wisconsin, 
leather 
and beet workers; 
Michigan, 
beet 
fields; Iowa, beet fields; 
Missouri, 
railroad 
workers; 
Oklahoma, steel 
plants and farms; Louisiana, lumber 
workes; New 
York, 
canning 
fac­ 
tories. 
Over IOO workers were ship­ 
ped to Alaska for work In fish can­ 
ning factories. 
Several thousand workmen have 
been taken from the state by rail­ 
roads for maintenance of way work. 
Among the roads that have received 
shipments are: Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe; Southern Pacific; Rock 
H a n d ; Missouri, Kansas and Texas; 
St. Louis and San Francisco; and 
Baltimore and Ohio. 
Numerous causes have encouraged 
movement of Mexican and negro lab­ 
orers to the northern states. 
Com­ 
missioner Myers said. 
Reliable re­ 
ports to the State Labor Department 
show that wage scales in the North­ 
ern sections are considerably higher 
than in the south. 
Comparison of 
wages paid by 32 industries in the 
north and south are reported to show 
wages in tho north are 90 per cent 
higher than in the same industries 
in the south. 
It was further pointed out by the 
same report that the cost of living in 
the large northern city Is from 25 to 
33 per cent less than in two southern | 
cities, one located in Texas.
